[s Majeſty, having often called upon the finiſhing of theſe Fortifications, and direed the way how 

and by what means the ſame ſhould be performed, and yer notwithſtanding all His care thereof, find- 

ing how ſlowly it hath proceeded, andthat the not paying by ſome, who arc averſe from ſo good a 

work, doth diſcouragethoſe allo whoare and have been forward ( as juſtly it may,) and ſo the work 

isin dangerto faile when itis even almoſt finiſhed, hath thought fit once more todeclare, and He doth 

hereby declare His expreſſe Pleaſure and Command as followeth, Thar every Perlon above the age of 

ſixteen years, and under the age of ſixty, inhabiting or reſiding for the preſent within the Univerſity or Citty of Oxford, 
ſhall once in every Week, cicher work in Perſon ar or upon the Fortifications there, or for his, her, or their not working 
ſhall pay twelve pence for every ſuch default, wherewichſome other able and fir perſon may be hired ro workin their 
ſteed, and this to continue untill the ſaid Fortifications ſhall be fully finiſhed, and thole workers to be ordered in ſuch 
'manner as His Majeſty hath appoynted or ſhall appoynt. And becauſe the lafety and defencableneſſe of the place doth 
concerne all Perſons ofall lexes and of all degrees and qualities, who reſide here, His Majeſties pleaſure and Command 
isTharall Women of the agesaforeſaid (not having Husbands inthis place, who 'either work intheir Perſons, or pay 
for others to work intheir curnes) ſhall pay their Twelve. pence as well as men) their ſafety being concerned as well or 
-morethen men are concerned inthis caſe, - And His Majeſty doth farther-Declare', that he doth pxpe&t char all Noble- 
men, and ſuch as are of His Privy-Councell, ſhall in this caſe pay as well, or rather before others, thereby to give exam- 
pleto others; Andthar all His ſervants of His Houſhold, Servants to His deareſt Conſort the Queene, Alſo {ervants to 
Prince ({barles, and the Duke of Yorke ſhall duly pay , All fuchalſo as worke unto His Majeſty in any faculty whatſoever; 
All Gentlemen attending Him in His Troope, and their Servants, and all Commanders, Captains, Officers and Souldicrs 
reſiding inthis Citty,not being bound to continuall duty, intheirtornes ſhall work in Peron, or-pay forthe ſame as a- 
forcſaid; Anditany Perſon ſhall willingly and voluntarily extend him or her ſelfe farther in > of this conſequence, 
His Majeſty will graciouſly accepe Mars,” His Majeſty doth farther command, Thar all the arreerages paſt be duly paid 
intothe hands of the ſeverall Treaſurers or Receivers for that purpoſe appoynted, which in the Dooggns and Halls isto 
me blique Officer of the Houſe, and inthe Citty is tothe Church-wardens and Conſtables of the ſeverall Pariſhes by 
bales Wedneldaynext at ewelve ofthe Clock,$ from thenceforth duly payd weekly;& becauſethe payment maynor
